Canada Comes Through 


Before Pearl Harbor, a great ar- 


gument of Anglophobe anti-inter- 
ventionists was that the British do- 
ninions were holding back and Iry- 
ng lo force the United States to car- 
•y the burden against the axis. 


For one reason or other, the Ca- j 


ladians and the Australians chose 
deliberately not to answer such 
iibcs, at first. By the time they 
oegan promulgating the 
record, 


much harm had been done. Never, 
up to now, has the Canadian case 
been presented frankly and clear- 
ly.Just for the record, it is worth 
while examining a few facts about 
the Canadian war effort. Australia 
can be left to defend for herself. 
The Aussies' fighting has provided 
a better answer to detractors than 
any figures. So, too, has the Ca- 
nadians', but it has been less dra- 
matically publicized. 


Canada already has half a mil- 


lion men under arms, and is add?; 
ing 20,000 a month. Considering dif- 
ferences in population, tho United 
States will need an army of six 
millions, calling quarter of a mil- 
lion into the services monthly, be- 
fore we can criticize Canada. 


Canada actually has expended 


five billion dollars on the war. Con- 
sidering differences in national in- 
come, we shall have actually to 
:>ay out eighty billions before we 
shall equal Canada in financial sac- 
ifice.

Cairo, July 23 —(AP) — General 


Sir Claude Auchinleck's Army of 
the Nile, attacking simultaneously 
on all sector's of the El Alamein 
front for the first time, was report- 
ed today to have driven back the 
Axis armies as fighting mounting 
steadily in intensity. 


A communique from Auchinleck's 


headquarters 
indicated that the 


British assault had 'pushed stoutly 
resisting enemy forces from some 
of their positions on the El Ruwei- 
sat ridge and that the gains had 
been consolidated. 


To the north and south the battle 


apparently still was raging incon- 
clusively, with British 
Imperials 


striking savagely at the Axis flanks 
in a see - saw melee. 


Fighting in the coastal sector, the 


British communique disclosed, cen- 
tered mainly around Tel El Eisa, 
El Makh Khad ridge three miles to 
the southeast and Meteiriya, three 
miles further south.
